How Can I Make the 
Picked-up Edge of My 
Mitered Squares Look 
Neat and Even? 



'Hie pic keel- stitches along tlie side of 
one square create tlie foimdation for tire 
next squar e, so it is important to lia\-e a 
nice etren edge. 

The secret to Urat nice neat edge 
begins when rrarking the knitted piece. 

A sehage or edge stitch at each end of 
the square creates a more even edg? 
into which the jricked-up stitch can 
be worked. For the Miglily Mitered 
Bag (page 53) and the Miglitv Mitered 
Dishcloth (page 57) tire designers liar-e 
incorporated tlris edge or selvage stitch 
into tire pattern by slipping tire first 
stitch and purling the last stitch. This 





works well with tire garter-stitch pattenr 
of these squares as the slip stitch teirds 
to prtll tire edge a little tigirter. 

For gu meirts, a method of creatiirg air 
edge or selvage stitch is to alwa\-s work 
the first aird krst stitc h in stockiirelte or 
garter stitch. Tlris may mearr workiirg 
iircreases or decreases iir oire stitch from 
each edge (instead of in tire first stitch). 

On a mitered sciuare, oirce the piece or 
sciuiire is completed, it is time to actually 
pick up aloirg tlrat edge to start the next 
square.
